Trach-lay ing on the f incinnatliSouth- 
erm Read. 
Cincinnati Commercial. 

The track-layers are now on section 
No. 84, near WIlllamstown Kentucky, or about 
thirty-three miles from Ludlow, igyiug rails at 
the rate of a half a: d three-quarters of a mile a 
day. Three engineers and construction trains 
are employed. Oue is used on the Ohio river in- 
cline to draw up ties and rails from the boats 
to the main track, One runs between Ludlow 
and Crittenden, and the other between Critten- 
den and the end of the track. The trains on 
the main line each make two trips a day and 
run on a schedule time. Three hundred men 
are employed on the traina, in track-laying and 
in repairs to the grade where slides have occur- 
red. It is expected that there will be no difii- 
culty in having the track complete between 
Cincinnati and Lexington this fall. The 
track between Nicholasville and the 
Kentucky river, a little over ten miles, was to 
have been completed last night This wil! allow 
the carriage by rail of materials for the Ken- 
tneky river bridge, the masoury of which is to 
be finished by September 15. At south Dan 
ville, where there 13 an engine and train, about 
ten and a quarter miles of rails have been laid. 
Delay is caused there by difficulty in getting a 
sufficient quantity of track-laying materials 
plenty of rails and ties for all demands are com 
ing in at th Cincinnati sad of the road, though 
the supply of iron joints has at times been a 'it- 
ile short. 

Work on the Ohio river bridge is progressing 
rather siowiy. In the cofferdam sunk last fail 
at the Ohio side of the channel, the plier mason- 
ry is above low water, but the river having risen 
lately the work is now suspended.
